Hands of Atheiſts and Madmen, or without 
a Name of the Author; I will fit indolent as 
Sleep, inſenſible as Non-exiſtence, and ſhew 
not the leaſt Regard to it.

at this Diſtance I cannot have a Part in it, let 
it be done in as Cheap a manner as poſſible, and
